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Abstract of the Disclosure : 

The object of the present invention is to provide a globe having electrically 
conductive rubber pieces applied to selected parts representing countries and lands on 
the map of the earth drawn on it. The globe is provided with functions of storing and 
uttering the names of countries and lands, thereby enabling the visual and audible 
learning. 

A turn support 4 holds rotatably a spherical body of globe 1. The turn support 4 is 
provided with "n" selection switches 5, to 5 n , a voice producing means 11 including a 
speaker 6, a control circuit 10 and memory circuits 9, to 9 n . Electrically conductive 
rubber pieces 7 arc applied to selected parts representing countries and lands on the 
map of the earth. These electrically conductive rubber pieces 7 can be used as input 
means. The memory circuits 9 t to 9„.store pieces of information pertaining to the 
names of the countries and their capitals in "n" different languages. These memory 
circuits 9 X to 9„.are connected to the control circuit 10 via associated selection switches 
6i to 5„. Each electrically conductive rubber piece 7 is connected at one end to the 
control circuit 10, and at the other end to the ground so that it may be responsive to a 
touch by a finger or any other article for reducing its resistance, thus enabling detection 
of which country or land is selected. Then, the pieces of information of the selected 
country or land are provided from the corresponding memory circuit to be uttered from 
the speaker 6. 
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
